With pleasure I give in brief my second annual report. 

The work of the schools has been carried on in the same 
general line as the year previous. I find the best results in 
schools where the same teachers have been employed through the 
year. Owing to unfavorable conditions, the progress in some ot 
our schools is not so marked as we could wish, yet the result of 
the year’s work as a whole is very gratifying. 

It. is only justice to make special mention of the. fidelity and 
enthusiasm of the teachers and the industry and interest of the 
great majority of the pupils. 

The record of attendance is not so good as we would like 
owing in great part to sickness. 

I have watched with great interest the mental work in 
arithmetic and much credit is due both teachers and pupils for 
the marked progress. 

My attention has been called to some very good work in draw- 
ing, and neatly written stories, with original illustrations, by 
pupils of fourteen years. I have been pleased to know that more 
of the parents have visited the schools than the year previous. 

One of our pupils from the grade entered the Castleton State 
formal School last fall, having passed an examination which we 
consider an honor to our school.

JAMES M. FISK V. TOWN OF RUTLAND. 

This was tried by the County Court and judgment given for 
the defendant. 

HENRY G. TUCKER V. EMMA TUCKER. 

This was a case connected with the case against Seward. 
Tucker brought suit against his wife for a divorce, and if it had 
been granted Tucker would be released from the support of his 
wife and she continue a town charge. The case was tried in 
County Court, the divorce refused, and Tucker then did his duty 
in regard to the support of his wife. 

CITY OF RUTLAND V. TOWN OF RUTLAND. 

This is an action pending in the County Court to recover for 
the cost of the water mains in that part of the town at Centre 
Rutland annexed in 1894. The defendant claims the pipes were 
frozen up and burst through the carelessness of the city and that 
it ought not to pay the bill. The amount claimed is $643. The 
case will probably be disposed of at March term of the County 
Court.
